SUGAR BEET OUTLOOK. 


ADVICE. TO GROWERS, 


M OST growers of sugar beet are hoping 


that this crop will prove a plank to 

cling to amidst the general wreckage, 
and we know every effort will be made to 
gather it in safely. We should strongly ad- 
vise farmers to clear the beet off any Jand 
that is apt to be water-logged. If a severe 
frost were to catch the beet in such ground 
it would do irreparable damage. Unfortu- 
nately, some meteorologists prophesy an ex- 
ceptionally hard winter, the reason given 
being that the polar icefields have stretched 
much further south this year. The main object, 
writes Mr. A. M. Fahy, General Secretary, 
Trish Sugar Beet Gsrowers’ Association, Ltd., 
should be to make sure of one’s beet crop, 
and not leave it to the last moment in the 
hope that things may improve. 


Beet Price Prospects. 


The English Farmers’ Union has been 
negotiating since July with the factories as 
to the future price of beet; at the time of 
writing this no agreement has been reached. 
The English subsidy is halved for the next 
three years, and, with the present low sugar 
prices, the factories are standing out for a 
substantial reduction. The _ beet-growers. 
however, have been maintaining their tillage 
acreage mainly by the profits on the beet 
crop, and many wel]-informed farmers are of 
opinion that a fall in beet prices will be fol- 
lowed by a stampede into grass. : 

Fortunately for Irish beet-growers, such “is 
not the case here, as, in fact, there will be 
a substantial increase in the subsidy payable 
to the factory, which should remove any 
undue anxiety from the minds of growers 
With regard to future price. 


Tillage Helps Grass Farmers. 


Farmers. 

Grass farmers are apt to grudge the as- 
sistance given to the beet industry, but they 
should remember that a prosperous tillage 
area provides a ready market for stores for 
winter feeding, while any contraction in the 
land under crops means new competition in 
an overcrowded market. 

The English factories have made a very 
early start. this vear, and in September they 
had turned out 189.575 ewt. of sugar, as 
against 11,905 ecwt. last year. English 
growers are mostly having good weather for 
the lifting of the crop, and it is expected 
that the campaign will be finished early in 
the new year.

~ DANGERS OF: AGRI- 
CULTURAL PESSIMISM. 
~ ARE FARMERS GROWING: 


PANICKY? 
W “iter it-is wise to -warn farmers that 


their present discontents may not 
pass away rapidly but must, in fact, 
be accepted as one element in the world-wide 
cycle of depression, this recognition of the 
facts is not free from danger. Confidence in 
the future, by begetting credit, creates an 
atmosphere in which business often flourishes 
even under adverse conditions. There is 
danger that pessimism. may slacken the wheels 
of industry and agriculture, making alarms 
anticipate only too swiftly the disasters which 
might, with more of the spirit of confidence, 
have been averted. Is this occurring to-day? 
Are the farmers becoming panic-stricken ? 


The Farmers’ Drastic Demands? 


There are certain tokens which seem to 

point towards an-unusual condition of alarm, 
both in farmers’ ‘conferences reported in the 
Press and in various public utterances. The 
National Farmers’ Union of England called 
on the Premier last month to take emergency 
measures to save their industry. Mr. Mac- 
donald’s answer was to accuse farmers of in- 
competence and to refuse to come to their 
rescue at the British taxpayers’ expense. 
The quarrel between the N.F.U.. and the 
Prime Minister, thus generated, has spread, 
and the Union has virtually refused to co- 
operate with the Ministry of Agricultum, 
In Ireland various bodies professing to re- 
present farming interests meet, pass resolu- 
tions, sound a militant alarm, and call, as 
the English farmers do, for drastic and im- 
mediate Government intervention. Amongst 
the remedies demanded last week by the 
Farmers’ Protection Association were agri- 
cultural tariffs, a moratorium, reduction of 
payments to the State on purchase instal- 
ments, and de-rating. 

If it should he claimed 
sweeping demands’ sound like counsels’ of 
despair, the Association could, of course. 
reply that some public bodies gu further and 
demand, for instance, total prohibition of agri- 
cultural imports. We do not now propuse to 
examine these projects as remedies for a situa- 
tion whose gravity we do not desire to under- 
estimate. bur point is that if publicity gives 
an accurate gauge of farming opinion the far- 
mers on both sides of the Irish Sea are “very 
near their nerves.”

The Dangers of Discouragement. 

There are cogent reasons why such a condi- 
tion is undesirable: People suffering from 
that state of ‘‘ discouragement’’ which, in 
Mr. Shaw’s play, the people of the future 
classify as a form of illness, are unlikely to 
make the best of their circumstances or to 
encourage others to come to their rescue. If 
panic should shake the belief of the banks in 
the stability of Irish farming no Credit Cor- 
poration, no institution the State could devise, 
would permanently secure for agriculture that 
easier recourse to financial credits which is 
one of our chief needs to-day. Fortunately, our 
financial authorities, whatever their faults, are 
unlikely to conclude that the cultivation of 
the land is a form of investment. they can no 
longer regard as good business. But it is 
$carcely wise to suggest that there is any 
question of its credit-worthiness. There is also 
great danger in the supposition that farmers 
cannot rely on themselves, and so are going 
to substitute for a reliance on their powers of 
combination and their own skill and industry 
(the quality, quantity and general suitability 
of their supplies to meet an unfailing demand), 
some new artifice vet to be dévised not by 
farmers but by politicians, to be applied not. 
to the industry direct, but through state craft 
to trading. 


Dairy Farmers’ Losses. 

lf we think it inexpedient to exaggerate 
the farming crisis, we are not blind to it. Last 
week the Department of-Industry and Com- 
merce issued their trade statistics for the nine 
months of this year, ending on September 30. 
Though they show some increases in 
the values of our exports during these 


allay unreasoning alarm—they do not lend 
themselves to uffeasoning optimism either. 
“In particular, the dairying figures are un- 
palatable reading. We exported. 10,000 cwts. 
more butter in the 1930 period than in that 
for 1929, but obtained £462,000 less for it; 
the average: prices “working out at about 
161s. and 129s.,.: respectively, a diminution 
of about. 20 per cent. in price. This means 
that dairy favmers receiving an average price 
of 6}d. per gallon for milk im 1929, will have 
received about 5d. for 1930. “With an average 
recompense per worker in agriculture of well 
uuder £100 per annum, this drop in price is 
a fact to be considered gravely: It means 
that a dairy farm bringing in £200 a year to 
two men working it may lose in income, 
say, £40 on the year. 


Farming Fluctuating, but Permanent 


That farmers do regard it gravely, we 
know, but it-would be unfair to say that their 
alarm has gone the length of panic, or that, 
however urgently many of them desire im- 
provement in their condition, they see 
nothing but disaster ahead. Many of them 
ave aware of ameliorating conditions. Young 
springers and milch cows are selling rapidly— 
some think, too rapidly—at good prices. 
Cattle as a whole brought. better export prices 
than in 1929, and the value of the export for 
all live animals rose by over ten per cent. 
The fact, of course, is that fluctuations are 
incident to farming, more so, perhaps, than to 
any other stable industry, and farmers are 
not so foolish as to echo every scare heading 
or every demand uttered on the platforms. 
by. well-meaning publicists on their behalf. 
Indeed, it is possible that in this country, 
where land hunger is far from being assvaged, 
many farmers nardly. realise fully the future 
perils of their calling. 

We have no illusions as to the limited possi- 
bilities facing a nation of small holders, and 
we think it would be inexpedient for farmers 
themselves not to realise’ these liniits. But. 
the danger that rhetoricians may mislead them 
or the general public into immediate panic, 


and is neither. to the farzner’s ultimate ad- 
vantage nor to the nation’s. If the crest of 
the agricultural wave seldom carries the in- 
dustry. very high, the tfough of the wave is 
the less likely to effect its submergence. For 
all its fluctuations, farming is the one cer- 
tainly permanent calling.

PROFITABLE POULTRY- 


_ KEEPING. 


ROBABLY one of the most profitable 
P branches of poultry-keeping, but one 
“which is too often ueglected is the 
roduction of early: spring chickens. — All 
EEA Ea Ed know how difficult it is to obtain 
good chickens for table during April and May 
and the. consequent high prices that prevail 
for them during that time. 

There is a rich harvest to be reaped by 
those who would have their chickens on the 
market in or before those two months, as the 
demand is certain and the prices higher than 
at any other time. 

Begin Now. 

Now is the time to prepare for the “‘ spring 
chicken ”. trade by making up the breeding 
pen, as it is essential that the hatching should 
be done during December and the early part 
of January. Birds hatched after the middle 
of February will not. be ready for sale during 
the period of highest prices. 

Any of the general purpose breeds, such as 
Rhode Island Red, Rocks, Sussex or Wyan- 
dottes or a first cross of two of these breeds 
is quite suitable, For exceptionally good, 
quickly maturing and .white-fleshed birds, 
however, the Light Sussex is so far, uribeat- 
able. Incidentally these chickens command 
the best prices.

Hatching and Rearing. 


As is is almost an impossibility to obtain 
broody hens during the winter, the hatching 
will generally have to be done artificially 
though for this season, hens are preferable. 
Those who are lucky enough to have broody 
hens at this side of Christmas should not 
despise them ,but should set them to hatch 
at once in a comfortable house or shed and 
see that they are well fed every day. They 
should not be given too many eggs—from 
nine to twelve will be enough, according to 
the size of the bird. When taking the hen 
off for her feed, it is advisable during cold 
weather to place a flannel cloth in front of 
the nest or over the eggs, to prevent them 
getting chilled. 

When an ineubator is used it should 
be placed in a room with. equitable tempera- 
ture and free from draughts; the ideal 
temperature of the room is 65 degrees F. and 
it should never be lower than 35 F. 
The ideal hatching temperature is 103 degrees, 
or for winter 1035 to 104F. The eggs should 
be turned at-least twice a day, but cooling is 
not necessary. Always use eggs of good 
Shape and with strong shells, even in size, 
neither abnormally large or small. They 
should be as fresh as possible and never over 
ten days old, else the results will be unsatis- 
factory. 


Care should be taken to protect the chicks 
from chill when removing them from the in- 
cubator to the brooder, which should be ready 
at a temperature of from 85 to 90 degrees. 
When placed in it the chicks should be 
allowed to remain undisturbed for 24 to 36 
hours, as rest and heat are essential. 

“Intensive Rearing,’’ a common term for 
rearing in confinement, is now being generally 
udopted by progressive poultry-farmers, as it 
is claimed that by this method chicken mor- 
tality has been reduced by 50 per cent. This 
can be carried out in a house with a hover in 
the centre, into which the chickens run whe 
cold and at night, which has a floor covering 
of chopped straw or other suitable litter for 
them to exercise in. The house should be 
boarded up 15 inches from the floor; it may 
be of open wire vetting over this, provided a 
wooden shutter 21 inches wide is affixed to 
the boarding and allowed to extend the whole 
length of the house. 

This shutter should open outwards and 
downwards and can be always left open after 
the first week, except during driving rain or 
when cold winds blow Rivesthy into the house. 
‘Those who have not got a hover may use the 
ordinary hrooder, provided they have a suit- 
able house to allow the chickens to run about 
in. The broeder can be placed on the out- 
‘side of the house, with the exit of the brooder 
tacing directly into the entry shutter of the 
house, and for the first few days the chicks 
should be taught how to get back to both 


i hover or brooder, and not allowed to wander 
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‘too far away or remain too long from the 
foster mother. 

They may be kept in these houses all the 
time until fit for market, or may if liked be 
transferred to the fattening coops when they 
are about: eight weeks old. 


Management. 

The chicks should be pushed forward from 
birth by good management and by whclesome, 
suitable food. Wet mash is preferable, and 
there can be nothing better than plenty of 
Sussez ground oats wet with milk, once they 
are able to digest it. For the first month or 
so they might get a mixture of bran, 
iniddlings, finely ground maize meal, 8.G.0., 
Alfalfa meal, and a very little fish meal. For 
giain they may get some finely cracked wheat, 
vanary seed, fine maizt grits, or a prepared 
flaked food consisting of cooked wheat and 
maize. 

The best stage at which to market the 
chickens is when they weigh about three 
peunds or rather less than more; the heavier 
birds are not as profitable, neither is there as 
good a demand for them. 

This profitable branch of the poultry busi- 
ness can be managed without interferencé with 
the usual routine where egg production is the 
principal object, as the hatching of the early 
chickens for table can be completed before. the 
incubators are needed for the general hatch- 
ing, Anyhow, the greater variety of business 
you do in your poultry farm the better it will 
pay, and this country. is sadly behind others 
in this particular branch, which in Sussex and 
the great fattening counties of England might 
be regarded as a.national industry. 

The rest of Ireland could profitably take 
example by Wexford, the great chicken- 
fattening county, especially in the matter of 
raising spring chickens, -Begin now and you 
will have them ‘to sell when the prices of eggs 
are dropping and you are wondering if this 
poultry business ‘is worth while.

QUICK MILKING AND 
THOROUGH MILKING. 


VALUABLE STRIPPINGS. 
HE belief commonly held by dairy 
+ farmers that cows give more milk whe: 
they are milked rapidly than when the 
operation is performed slowly is open to ques- 
tion. In any case, however, it is certain that 
the output.with rapid handling is not less; so 
that, assuming the work is done thoroughly, 
quick milking has at least the advantage of 
saving time. -But the most important point 
is that the cows should be milked thoroughly, 
since the richest milk is that which is last 
drawn. 

Tests which have been made show that in 
milk from a completed milking, which ave:- 
aged four per cent. fat, the percentage in the 
strippings amounted to from eight to ten per 
cent. fat. Insufficient stripping means a loss 
of the richest portion of the milk, a result 
which may bring the retailer within the reach 
of the law, while it also tends to the drying 
oi: of the cow. 


Which is Best? 


Thoroughness and rapidity in doing ~- 
thing seldom go together; and it will be 
agreed that it is much more important to 
have a man. or woman who is a thorough 
milker than one who is exceptionally rapid 
at the job. Reasonable speed is desirable, 
Lut rapid milking is not so necessary as many 
seem to imagine. 

The owner of a large dairy herd with whom 
I recently discussed the point expressed his 
belief that when a cow becomes accustomed 
to a milker the speed of miking, within rea- 
scnable limits, has little effect on her pro- 
duction. 

To test the matter he had regularly milked 
four or five cows for a time at a certain 
rate; and later he took twice the time to milk 
each cow. At first the animals declined in 
production quite perceptibly, but after two or 
three davs they yielded as much as when 
milked at the more rapid rate, which suggests 
that the cows tend to adjust themselves to 
the operator’s demands. It has been estab- 
hshed that both rapid and slow milkers have 
been successful in securing a large production 
of milk and high records from individual 
animals, 


What Should be the Speed?

experienced cowman will usually 
about seven cows (averaging two 
un hour without much difficulty, and 
first-rate milker will manage 
The time required to milk any 
one cow will naturally vary with the yield. 
and the ease with which the cow allows her-

Animals giving a large 
yield, and which easily let it down. might be 
milked at the rate of 3-4lb. a minute (one 
gallon in about three minutes), but the aver- 
age rate of milking is probably about half 
this quantity. In fact, anything above ten 
gallons an hour may be considered rapid 
milking. 


Practical dairymen know that in the hand- 
jing of cows there are one or two other 
matters to which attention must be given if 
hugs it 
is very desirable that heifers. should be 
gently and patiently treated, and milked carv- 
fully throughout their first lactation. Massag- 
ing the quarters of the udder, too, is some- 
times recommended as a means of stimulating 
an increased output, but the time required for 


that is only well spent with cows which pre- 
viously have been badly milked in the — 
way. .

LADY ARNOTT’S ADDRESS. 

Lady Arnott, who was received with 
applause, said:—Mrs. Boustead, fellow- 
members and friends of the Irish Mothers’ 
Union, my first and most pleasant duty 
is to extend to you all a very warm 
welcome, and, on your behalf, to offer to 
our Central President the heartiest of 
Trish greetings, coupled with the assurance 
that we greatly appreciate the honour and 
the privilege of having her with us to-day. 
(Applause.) At our last conference many 
of us had in mind a message that she had 
just published: ‘‘The Supreme Call to 
the Mothers’ Union.” At this conference 
our great leader will speak to us herself. 
“(A pp! ause. ) 

The report of our activities during the 
past months can fill us with thankfulness 
and hope; for we have a largely increased 
membership, and our work is going quietly 
and steadily forward in every Irish 
diocese. ( Applause.) 

THE WORLD-WIDE CONFERENCE. 

The outstanding event of the past year 
is the striking and wonderful success ci 
the World-Wide Conference of the 
Mothers’ Union, held last July im Lon- 
don, the memory of which for many of us 
iS a possession for ever of high ésnspiration. 
Never can those who saw it forget the re- 
ception of the delegates from overseas on 
the opening day of the Conference. From 
far ends of the earth had they come, and, 
as our Central President said in her words 
of welcome—‘‘ all belonging to a body of 
530,000 women welded together to uphold 
the sacredness of wifehood, and the 
powers and responsibilities of mother- 
hood.” A wonderful series of addresses 
were given during the three weeks’ session 
of the Conference, experts speaking 
-on the great problems and grave evils “i 
these present days. All planned. as our 
President said, ‘‘ to show and to help mem- 
hers how to build up the imperishable 
fabric of a Christian home, with a fuil 
vealisction of the forees—anti-religious, 
anti-social—arrayed against it in the 
wnodern world.’’ 

THE CONFERENCE PAGEANT. 

If only all our Trish members could have 
seen the Conference Pageant in the Albert 
Wall, with its splendid pageantry and 
vivid representation of the width and 
strength of our Union to-day, and illus- 

_ trating the work of the Mothers’ Union 
all over the world, and all the possibilities 
ot a skilled mothercrait moulding for good 
the future of the race! The final Con- 
ference gathering was at a solemn and im- 
pressively beautiful Service of Thanks- 
viving in Westminster Abbey, and then 
that vast assembly dispersed—inany to far 
distant lands, but all back to the daily 
round of life, with hearts full of prayer 
for our work on earth, and with the re- 
vwmbrance of our President's farewell 
words—that the work of the Conference 
would begin when every delegate, every 
member, reached her own sphere of in- 
fluence. Highly favoured are we in the 
Trish Mothers’ Union to have one Central 
President here with us at our own Con- 
ference, and greatly are we looking for- 
ward to hearing her speak on the work of 
our world-wide Union, and our comrade- 
ship of service for the home-life of our 
country. (Applause. ) 

THE CENTRAL PRESIDENT. 

Mrs. H. W. Boustead, Central President of 
the Mothers’ Union, who got a most cordial 
reception, said that as an Irishwoman—she 
claimel nine generations. of Lrish blood—it 
was with particular pleasure that she came 
to Ireland that day. (Applause.) She 
knew that she had come to that rt, of 
the Mothers’ Umon which had stood’ laid 
fast during the troubled days, and which had 
come through so splendidly and with a 
greatly increased membership, which she re- 
joiced to hear of. She wanted them to con- 
sider the ‘place of the Mothers’ Union in the 
highly complex and ditlicult world of to-day, 
because it was in the light of that that they 
-hould gather up, before their minds the 
significance of their own membership. She 
would have them to think of themselves as 
part of a great vewer, a vast multitude, 
irom many nations of women, bound to- 
gether by a single and most sacred object— 
the sanetity of the home, the sacredness of 
marriage, and the glory of motherhood. 


THE SPIRIT OF MOTHERHOOD. 
_ They realised that afresh and anew, at the 
creat Overseas Conference in London dufing 
three weeks of July. She had the honour 
of presiding at that Conference, and she 
essured them that it was a great privilege 
and a great responsibility. ‘There were pre- 
sent something like 600 women, not only 
women from England and Ireland, but Indian 
women, in their beautiful dress; women from 
the West Coast of Africa, from China and 
other parts of the world. It was a most un- 
forgettable sight. She wanted them to 
consider themselves part of the great whole. 
The flame of motherhood burned the same 
in the heart of ‘an English or Irish member 
as it did in the heart of a member from the 
West Coast of Africa, and as it did the whole 
world over. Let them take their minds back 
fifty-four years ago to the little village where 
Vrs. Mary Sumner founded the Mothers’ 
(‘nion, with twelve members, gathered in her 
drawing-room—twelve village women in 
peaceful almosphere of the sheltered English 
home; and Jet them think of its mem 
living in the highly complex difficult world 


of to-day. 
THE SAME OBJECT. . 
Think of the different world they were 
living in now, . 
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In one or two Bnglish. audiences she had 
heard it asked; “ Do your children, if ee 
you cannot answer, thin 
that that mother is a little bit.of a back 
number?” The Mothers’ Union members 
were going to be back numbers, 
Applause.) 'They in the Mothers' Union were 
ely trying to lead the souls of their 
members to the only place: where they: could 
find rest, and they were trying, by literature 
and books, to have trained and educated 
minds as well as faithful.souls. Womanhood 
to-day was possessed of great powers in civic 
and public life, but ever the greatest part 
must be the bearing and rearing of the 
childhood of the nation—to make and to up- 
hold the most blessed shelter in the world— 
the four sacred walls of a Christian home, 
(Applause.) 
A PERSONAL EXPERIENCE. ; 

Recalling a personal experience, she said 
that she was in the Church of St. Margaret's, 
Westminster, some years ago, when they had 
a great conference—it was in the days of her 
predecessor, Mrs. Barclay—and she ‘was then 
President of the Winchester Diocese. The 
preacher made a most remarkable statement, 
which impressed her very much. He said a 
very wonderful thing—that one of the glories 
of womanhood was that through all the 
troubled days of our Master’s life on earth 
the women never forsook Him. He went 
further, and told them of the great procession 
of womanhood which stood openly for their 
Master down through the ages, and gave in- 
stance after instance of women who stood out 
for their Master. He said he believed that 
Mary Sumner, their founder, was the last 
woman to stand out in the open to make her- 
self a very great, and further, witness. He 
said that he wanted them to know that in 
these days they had changed, in a very large 
measure, from single witnesses to corporations 
and great unions, and he said—~-‘‘ Members 
of the Mothers’ Union to whom I am speak- 
ing, I believe it has devolved upon you, as 
the greatest movement which the world has 
ever seen, to stand shoulder to shoulder, 
hand to hand, to take the place of those who 
stood singly and alone for-the faith of 
Christ,” 

AN ALTERED CONCEPTION, 

She was not ashamed to say to them that 
from the moment she had heard those words 
her. whole conception of the Mothers’ Union 
altered entirely, and it became much more 
important in her eyes. She called upon them 
to realise themselves as a great body within 
the Church of Christ—an handmaid of the 
Church. They were surely called upon, in 
every possible way, to support their bishops 
and clergy in their great work, and she be- 
lieved that they had every right to look to 
the Mothers’ Union for that support. She 
believed that the bishops and clergy should 
be able to turn to them as a body of trained 
and believing women, to help them. (Ap- 
plause.) 

She asked them to help the younger mem- 
bers of the Union—members who had not the 
same experience, and who were living 
in a more difficult world than they, the older 
people, were. They needed encouragement 
and strength and advice, and the courage of 
older people. They wanted strong, steady 
courage; they wanted sympathy; but what 
they wanted most of all from the older people 
was the perfectly steady, sure conviction of 
what they believed, 

WONDERFUL FELLOWSHIP. 

The Mothers’ Union was sending out litera- 
ture and books and papers, for teaching even 
iiny children, so that mothers could prepare 
their children for life. Bible stories were 
prepared in simple language that made it 
possible for children to understand. She 
could not quite tell them where the essence 
of their wonderful fellowship lay, but it was 
there. She knew it from letters and other 
evidence. One of the visions which she had 
of the World Conference was coming into 
the Mother House one day just before the 
Conference began, and in the hall there was 
sitting in the centre of a group a dark lady 
(she had eight sons and daughters) in her 
beautiful cloak and dress, She was the wife 
of a black bishop in Southern India. (Ap- 
nlause.) She smiled, and said to her (Mrs, 

oustead) : “I am at home, madam presi- 
dent."’ That was just a tiny bit of the fel- 
lowship which they had all the world over. 
Surely it was a wonderful thing that they 
were united in that extraordinary way. She 
came from her home to London about three 
days a week, and as she walked, with the 
aid of walking-sticks, across the platform 
people constantly came up to her and said: 
"“T hope you are better, Mrs. Boustead ”’: 
‘You seem better to-day ”; “IT am one of 
your members,”’ etc. About three weeks ago 
a railway porter said to her: “ You'll see 
my wife at the pageant to-night.’’ Well, 
there were about 500 at the pageant. 


(Laughter. ) 
A BINDING LINK, 

Perhaps, they would say that she had taken 
them from the big things to the small things. 
They were all bound together, and they 
represented members in various parts 
of Ireland, including many out-of-the-way 
places, but the link was there, and when 
members met members they knew it, 
She asked them to realise that it was 
not for nothing they were called to such a 
great Union as this, in that their day 
and generation. She believed that they 
had been given a very special work for God; 
and that He had prepared that great in- 
strument of the Mothers’ Union to carry 
this lesson to the far places of the earth, bt 
that was so, they had to be missionaries. 
It was their task to bring others to see what 
the strength of the Mothers’ Union was, and 
what it meant to stand shoulder to shoulder, 
to preserve the sanctity of their homes, the 
sacredness of marriage, and the glory and 
beauty of womanhood. She believed that 
the others’ Union was an instrument 
planned and fashioned by God for the ad- 
vancement of His Kingdom upon earth, into 
which glorious task she called them all, 
dear members of the Irish Mothers’ Union, 
and she prayed for His blessing upon all 
that they did, begun, continued, and ended 
in His Holy Name. (Applause.) 

THE PRESIDENT’S THANKS. 

The President thanked Mrs, Boustead for 
her beautiful,/ encouraging and inspiring 
address. She had given them a great deal 
to think about. (Applause.) 

A brief discussion followed, 

Mrs. Lennox Conyngham (Diocesan Presi- 
dent, Armagh) said that their h were 
inspired by the words which they had heard 
from their Central President. The fact 
that there were so many joined together, all 
having the same object, was a tremendous 
benefit to them all. They would go away 
heartened and stimulated to perform the 
daily round with which they were so 
familiar, to enjoy the beauties of life, and 
to face troubles apd trials..

Sir Arthur Quiller-Couch, who is sixty-

George Alfred Henty. 


This month marks the anniversary of 
the death of a writer whose adventure 
stories were the delight of present-day 
grown-ups. G. A. Henty was born near 


Cambridge in 1832, The son of a stock- 
broker, he was educated at Westminster 
School, and later proceeded to Cambridge, 
but left the University without taking a 
degree. On the outbreak of the Crimean 
War he volunteered and saw active service 
in that campaign, and when he returned 
held various ‘positions in the Commissariat 
Department in Belfast and Portsmouth. 
In 1865 Henty took to journalism and 
wrote miscellaneous artisdes: mainly for 
the Standard, and in 1866 was com- 
missioned to act as correspondent for that 
paper during the Austria-Italian War. In 
the course of the next ten years he had 
much experience in that capacity. He was 
with King Edward VII. (then Prince of 
Wales) during his tour through India in 
1875. Meanwhile he had made occasional 
excursions into fiction, his first boy’s book, 
produced three or four volumes a year. 
““Out in the Pampas,’’ being published 
in 1868, and, after 1876, he settled down 
to writing stories largely based on his own 
experiences. Military history was his 
favourite theme, but his real strength lay 
in writing tales of adventure, of which he 
produced three or four volumes a year 
Henty died at Weymouth in 1902.

Ghe Scollen Season. 


as 


At this time oí the year the “ scollop”' 
or scallop season is in full swing in many 
country market towns. Scollops are 
usually made from long, thin, pliant 
hazel switches, and are used by thatchers 
for binding thatch to houses and hayricks. 
A switch of the best type is six or eight 
feet long, and two or three scollops may 
be cut from it. In some parts of the 
country, notably in the meighbourhood of 
Ennis, in County Clare, where there are 
great tracts of hazel on crags, the manu- 
facture and sale of scollops were at one 
time quite an important ww. “rón Indeed, 
in the old days great numbers were needed 
for Irish villages, and the price ran almost 
to 10s. a thousand rods. Nowadays the 
average price is 3s. 6d. per thousand, but 
in the present Seniesa scteliticn of the 
market the work offers little reward. Last 
Saturday in Ennis market some 25,000 
rods were on offer ; almost one-half of them 
remain unsold. In the halcyon days of 
the thatching industry farmers, I am told, 
often purchased up to 80,000 rods on a 
busy market day.

Most Whistler stories are concerned 
with incidents in which the famous artist 
scored off his contemporaries, but there 
was one occasion, at least, when he had 
the tables turned on him.

TWENTY-EIGHT CHOIRS AT 
CHRIST CHURCH CATHEDRAL, 


The annual Choral Festival was held in 
Christ Church Cathedral, Dublin, on Tues- 
day night. Twenty-eight choirs from Dublin 
and district took part. <A large congregation 
also was present. The sermon was preached 
by the Ri ht Rey. the Bishop of Tuam. 

he Rev. Canon Wilson conducted the sing- 
ing, and Mr. J. H, Weaving presided at 
the organ. The Dean of Christ Church was 
unavoidably absent through indisposition. 

The Service opened with the hymn, “' Lift 
Up Your Heads,’’ written by James Mont- 
gomery, whose parents lived in County 
Antrim, and who is one of the greatest of 
hymn writers, sung to the tune of Ballerma. 
The Psalms were chanted to the new point- 
ing, which aims at conforming the music to 
the words. Sir John Stainer’s very impressive 
setting of the Evening Cantiles was sung 
with great expression. Before the sermon, 
the hymn “We Sing the Praise of Him 
who Died’? was sung. This hymn, written 
by Thomas Kelly, son of an Trish judge and 
a citizen of Dublin, is considered, perhaps, 
the finest of all English hymns. The 
anthems were: *‘ Fear Not O Land,” by Sir 
Edward Elgar, and 8. 8, Wesley’s well-known 
anthem, ‘‘ Blessed be the God and Father.” 
The responsive parts by the choirsters and 
the massed choirs were very beautifully sung. 
The Service was brought to a close by the 
singing of “ The Church’s One Foundation.’’ 
Perhaps, the most beautiful part of the 
Service was the singing of the Responses of 
the Office to the old shon r. 

The value of these ETC in promoting 
greater interest in church music and im 
educating people in the appreciation of well- 
rendered music cannot be estimated. Music

LACK OF SUITABLE CANDIDATES. 

The lack of suitable candidates for entrance 
to the College is referred to, and the report 
says :—- 

le Even supposing the full complement of 
students is available from the preparatory 
college and the pupil teacher system (new 
scheme), there will be a large number of 
vacancies in the College for women students 
if the supply of teachers for the Protestant 
National schools is to be maintained. 

“These places must be filled by candidates 
who qualify according to the new arrange- 
ments for open competition, i.e., such can- 
didates must pass the leaving certificate ex- 
amination in specified subjects after certain 
preliminary tests made by the Department 
in oral Irish and English, and must obtain 
a very high mark in Irish. 

“These requirements and new regulations as 
to age of candidates present a very serious 
nigh ó for this College. While it is true 
that candidates outside the intermediate or 
secondary schools may enter for this ex- 
amination, it is obvious that those girls who 
have received a secondary school course of 
teaching are most likely to pass this test. 
It is the earnest hope of the Governors 
that the authorities of all secondary schools 
for girls will encourage their pupils to turn 
to primary teaching as a profession, and will 
do their utmost to facilitate those pupils who 
seek to gain entrance to the Training College. 

THE ARCHBISHOP’S ADDRESS. 

The Archbishop said that was one of the 
most important of the annual meetings that 
occurred each year. He regarded the Train- 
ing College as one of the most important, in- 
stitutions in the Church of Ireland, but 
thought that only those who had attended 
these annual meetings for some years had pro- 
bably begun to realise the truth of what he 
said. The Training College had had rather 
a difficult year. It had been hit particularly 
hard by the gew system of grants for training 
colleges, and the Governors had had to take 
very careful steps in the effort to make up 
some of their loss. He wanted them to under- 
stand that the position was a serious one. 
He would like to say how extremely grateful 
they were to those who had taken up the task

He did not think that the 
dioceses recognised the responsibility of each 
diocese to the Training College, but hoped 
that, in view of the difficult position in which 
the college stood now, diocesan collectors 
in its behalf would be supported more widely 
and more generously than had been the case 
in recent years. 
SUPPLY OF TEACHERS. 

Referring to the sources of supply for 
teachers in primary schools, the Archbishop 
said that when he became manager of the col- 
lege, ten years ago, that supply was virtually 
based on the primary schools, but now, 
owing to the new system dealt with in the 
report, whereby some of the teachers were 
drawn from the secondary schools, others 
from the preparatory colleges and others 
again from the pupil teacher system, the 
source of supply was almost entirely from 
the secondary schools. The Principal pro- 
posed shortly to undertake a campaign 
among the teachers of secondary schools to 
impress upon them and their pupils the re- 
sponsibility for staffing adequately the 
primary schools, and the great openings for 
public usefulness as primary schoo Sea. dóbsa 

The Archbishop referred to the services 
rendered to the Training College by Pro- 
fessors Cooke and Steele, who, together with 
the late Principal, Dr. Moore, entered the 
service of the Training College in 1884, The 
service of the Training College in 1894.

MINISTER ON. POSITION IN 


BRITISH MARKET. 

Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, 
moved the seeend reading of the Agrieul- 
tural Produce (Eggs) Bill, 1936 He said 
that it was clear from the oí prices 
of eggs for the years 1927-28 and 1929 that 
the result of the original Eggs Act was to 
stabilise the prices of Free State eggs in 
English market. Ireland produced 
diferent varteties of the same kind of pro- 
duce. He found from reliable and 
figures that the best Irish eggs in 1927 sold 
in the English market at 17s. 5d. per long 
hundred, and in 1928 the price was 17s. 6d., 
and im 1929 18s. 6d. These were the 
figures for the extra-selected eggs, He had 
figures for other eggs which told the same 
story. Danish eggs for the same years were 
16s. 6d., 16s. 1d. and 16s. 6d., and Duieh 
17s. 4d., 17s. 5d. and I7s. 8d. On the whole, 
Trish Free State eggs had more than held 
their own in the markets. 

The Merchandise Marks Act was passed by 
the British Parliament to help as far as 
possible home producers—namely, British 
and Northern Ireland producers—against all 
others competing in the British market. It 
was obvious that the effect of that Act would 
be to put a premium on unmarked eggs— 
British and Northern Ireland eggs. But the 
Free State still held its position in the 
British market relative to any other country s 
marked eggs. What they had to do was to 
close the gap between the prices of British 
and Northern Ireland eggs on the British 
market, and the price of Free State eggs. 
The presence of a mark on the Irish eggs 
was a better guaramtee of freshness than 
the absence of a mark on the English eggs. 

UNDESIRABLE PUBLICITY. 

Everybody was aware, continued Mr. 
Hogan, that during this year Irish eggs had 
got a certain amount of publicity both here 
and in England, much of which was of a 
quite undesirable kind. The question of 
whether Trish eggs of 1930 were as 
good as those of 1929 had been canvassed, 
and very divergent views had been expressed. 
The Department of Agriculture had made 
inquiries, and it was the old story. The 
Department had been endeavouring to get the 
exporters to improve their methods, their 
premises, and their packing of eggs for many 
vears. This year a certain amount of con- 
centration took place with regard to ports, 
and, while the big proportion of exporters 
lived wp to the regulations of the Agricul: 
tural Produce Act, and carried out their 
business i; a satisfactory way, a very smal}

ECONOMIC POSITION IN 
THE COUNTRY. 


President COSGRAVE, im moving the 
adjournment of the House, made a statement 
on the economic situation of the country, 
and indicated the steps which the Govern 
men had taken and proposed to take to deal 
with such difficulties as had arisen. ‘‘ The 


is idle to deny, but to magnify them is as 
dishonest. as ib is unwise in the interests of 
the nation.’’ 

In these days, he continued, no cry was so 
loud or so popular as the cry foc State 
assistance. If one were to judge by the note 
struck in certain utterances which were from 
time to time reported, it would be difficult to 
avoid the conclusion that the courtry had been 
hit by an unparallleled wave of depression, 
and their citizens were the victims of unfor- 
tunate cireumstances which were peculiar to 
the Seorstat, and that the Government 
could and sheuld take drastic steps which 
would provide a sure and expeditious cure 
for all their economic ills. Amy sueh im- 
pression, however, would not survive a sober 
examination of the facts. 


‘FALLING ADVERSE BALANCE. 

One of the major indices of their economic 
position was to be found in the development 
of their foreign trade. Although there had 
been a widespread and almost catastrophic 
fall in the general price level, the Free State 
exports had inereased substantially during 
the past four years. The adverse balance of 
their visible trade had fallen from £19.53 
millions in 1926 to £10.2 millions for the 
vear ended on the Wth September last—a 
drop of no less than forty-seven per cent. 
In only nine countries out of forty-three 
besides the Saorstat had the value of exports 
increased as compared with the corresponding 
period in 1929. 

The aggregate actual income of Saorstat tax- 
payers assessed for income tax purposes had 
inereased by four and three-quarter mithon 
pounds during the period 1923-24 to 1928-29— 
the latest year for which figures were avail- 
able. The average number of persons regis- 
tered as unemployed during the current year 
up to the end of October was fifty per cent. 
lower than the average number registered 
during 1922, The average number of claims 
to unemployment benefit current was fifty- 
eight per cent. lower than the corresponding 
number in 1922. The number of persons in- 
sured under the Unemployment Insurance Acts 
increased steadily from 242.494 im the insur- 


}ance year 1922-23 to 284.382 m 1928-29. 


THE NATIONAL LOANS.

WHEAT CROPS. 


Íneed waste time in examining the varieus 
political panaceas which have been put for- 
ward for the salvation of agrieuliure. Our 
position in regard to agricultural tariffs is 
quite simple: so far as. beef, mutten, eggs 
and feeding barley are concerned, the im- 
ports of these are so negligible that tavidis 
cannot possibly affect the position. So far as 
the imports. of feeding stuffs, wheat and 
ffour, which amount to about £12,000,000, are 
concerned, any tariffs on these would bank- 
rupt the farmer. The world price for wheat 
at the present. mement has reached an almost 
unbelievably low level, arid shows no sign 
of an increase. 

“Notwithstanding that a Canadian farmer 
and two men can produce 400 acres of wheat 
per annum, they cannot. sell it at a price 
which .covers the cost of production. The 
cost of production of the same amount of 
wheat in this country would be at least, five 
times as great. In these circumstances, the 
people whe suggest the encouragement of 
wheat-growing, mainly at the expense of the 
farmer, as a means of relieving farmers are 
not worth considering. 

‘With regard to maported feeding stuffs, 
these are our raw materials. The faet that 
they have fallen to such a comparatively lew 
price has been one of the factors which have 
saved the country during the last three years. 
I eannot force myself to take seriously the 
organisations. which suggest that taxes be im- 
posed on these raw materials. 

IMPORTED BACON. 

“With regard te imported bacon, it is 
admitted that no taviff can inerease the price 
of Irish bacon on the home or on the foreign 
market. Equally it is clear that the effect of 
a tariff on foreign bacon would be to mcrease 
the price ef low-grade bacon to the farmers 
in the poorer districts and the labeurers all 
over the country, who must buy bacon 
These results do not commend themselves. to 
us ag a method of relieving agricultural 
districts.” 

A «eries of International Conferences had 
been heid in Geneva. in which the 
ruling purpose had been the removal 
or reduction of obstacles to the mter-change 
of commodities within European States. 
These showed that anv doetrime of relf- 
sufficiency in industrial policy was inevitably 
too facile and toe short-sighted. Such a 
doctrine mignt, indeed, amount to recklessnass 
if hased on neglect to stady world conditions 

WHOKE-TIME TARIFF COMMISSION. 

“The Government.” praceeded President 
Cosgrave, “ believes that in creating a whole. 
time Tariff Commission it will be greatly 
facilitating industrialists im procuring con- 
siteration of that Kind for thcir immediate 
problema. 

“When first constituted the Commission had 
adequate time and experience for the work on 
whieh it had to engage. But circumstances 
have recently undergone a radical change. 
Conflicting economic interests throughout the 
world, working wader conditions of crisis im 
many countries, are bringing about changes im 
fiseal and trade policy, kaleidoscopic in their 
nature. It becomes imperative for the pro- 
tection of our interests that the body to which 
we must entrust the exannnation of new 
fiscal proposals should be enabled to come to 
more prompt, but no less carefully-reasoneet, 
conelnsions 

“The members of the new Tariff Com- 
mission will be freed from all other duties, 
and thus will be in a position to concentrate 
sot only on the precise applications before 
them. but also on the study of al! the sar- 
rounding and constantly altering factors that

EMIGRATION AGAIN. 

Since the establishment of the Free State 
two hundred thousand of the people had been 
dvivem out ef the country. Why were the 
people leaving the country if everything was 
se splendid as the President said? Conditions 
were not as they should be when there was 
a diminution of population. His was 
satisfied that there was not an improvement 
im the condition of the country simce the Free 
State Gevernment came into power. 

Since 1923 there had been a decline in 
| tillage to the extent of 226,008 acres, a 
decline in cattle of 244,000, and pigs of 
261,000. The wealth production of the rree 
State last year was £5,500,000 less than it 
was in 1923. Om what, then, could the Presi- 
dent find a basis for satisfaction? 

Taking the general condition of trade they 
found that they were for the most part export- 
ing what was least profitable from the point 
of view of giving employment to the people. 
They were sending ont unfinished products 
in raw material which were giving employ- 
nrent to strangers while their own people had 
te go idle. Free State imported grain 
and grain products to the value of eleven 
million pounds, and at least 50 per cent, of 
their imports were unnecessary ; and, if they 
set ont to produce for themselves the commodi- 
ties that conld be produced here, they could 
double the present amount of tillage and give 
profitable employment by it. As regards 
} manufactured articles, they could produce 
| commodities that would give employment to 

something like 90,000 additional hands. 

DE-RATING. 

In the President’s statement there was 
| nothing, that gave them any hope that the 
} Government would adopt a policy that would 
|} make for the real up-building of the countrv. 
In the Eeonomic Committee they were able to 
show that more wealth was produced from an 
acre of wheat than from an acre of grass, 
whether used for milk or beef. There was a 
reference im the statement. to de-rating, bat if 
the De-rating Conmission sat as long as other 
Commissions they might hope that things 
woul? have righted themselves by the time 
the report was made. They were sending 
aut of the country three millions of money, 
two milliens of which if given to farmers } 
would be equivalent to de-rating. That 
money was Irish money, and ought to be kept 
at home, and there was no evidence that the 
i Government was going to keep the money 
when dealing with de-rating.

If the present industrialists did not apply for 
a tariff themselves and have their ease 
examined, the Government would not take 
the bull by the horns and impose a tariff 
irrespective of whether it would be good or 
bad for the industrv. 

On the question of de-rating, Mr. MeGilli- 
gan said he believed that the report of the 
Commission would contain a great deal of 
valuable material with regard to the agricul- 
tural communitv, and was expected in two or 
three weeks.

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Free State Farmers. 


In the new session Dáil Eireann will 
concern itself mainly with economic 
affairs, and when the House assembled 
yesterday it plunged at once in medias res. 
Falling prices, bad weather and an un- 
Satisfactory harvest have combined to 
create much discontent among the farm- 
ing classes, especially in the remoter parts 
of the Free State. The Fianna Fáil 
Party has made the most of this con- 
dition of affairs, with the result that ill- 
‘Informed -agriculturists have been en- 
couraged to throw all the blame for their 
plight on the Government. Mr. de Valera 
and his lieutenants have been preaching 
the gospel of tariffs in season and out of 
season. They have been trying to con- 
vince the farmer that a system of 
prohibitive import duties would solve 
all his problems, and their campaign of 
misrepresentation has had some success. 
We welcome the statement by President 
Cosgrave in the Ddil yesterday as a useful 
corrective to much: of the loose talk that 
has been in circulation. His review of 
the economic sityation was sane and well- 
reasoned. He deprecated very properly 
the absurd suggestion that the Free State 
was in a worse plight than any other 
country in Europe, and, while admitting 
that the agricultural industry was in a bad 
way, he placed the problem in its true 
perspective. The -Free State is sharing 
the experience of the civilised world. Her 
agriculture is depressed, but in some 
respects her citizens are in a more favour- 
able position than are the majority of 
Europeans. 

Perhaps, the most striking fact of 
the Free State’s economic position is the 
steady decline in the adverse balance of 
visible trade. Four years ago imports 
exceeded exports by more than £19,000,000 ; 
now the gap has been reduced to 
£10,200,000. The country’s credit is 
excellent. Since 1923 three National 
| Loans have been issued by the Govern- 
ment, aggregating about £23,000,000. 
These loans constitute virtually the entire 
debt of the Free State, as the Govern- 
ment, by means of a shrewd deal with 
Great Britain, managed to secure exemp- 
tion from all responsibility for its share 
of the public debt of the United Kingdom. 
The Free State is the only country in the 
world that participated in the war and 
yet is not being required to contribute a 
halfpenny towards its cost. Free 
State Loan is being quoted at a 
higher rate than 5 per Cent, War Loan 
in New York, while the Second National 
Loan stood at 105 in Dublin on Tuesday. 
Furthermore, the Free State rate of 
income tax is 3s. in the £, as against 
Britain’s 4s. 6d. Mr. Cosgrave, therefore, 
is justified in a cheerful view of the 
country’s prospects... Recognising the 
fact that some of the farmers are suffer- 
ing, however, the Free State Government 
has decided to allot a sum of £300,000 for 
the relief of unemployment. “It proposes 
also to reduce the contributions under 
the unemployment insurance scheme, thus 
causing an economy of £225,000 a year. 
The taxpayer’s saving will amount to 
about £64;000 a year. 

Nobody dénies that agriculture in the 
Free State is depressed, but its lof will not 
be bettered by tarifis. Fianna Fáil 
clamours for import duties on agricultural 
produce of all kinds:. Jt declares that

“TF taxation increases at the present 


in an interview, ‘‘ hospitals will have to 
be nationalised, because nobody wil] have 
anything to subscribe to them.” Citing 
his own case, he told how at one time his 
income from part of his estate was 
£120,000, .of which he gave £30,000 
annually to hospitals. To-day this income 
was £2,000. ‘‘ Look at the sales this gear,” 
he added. ‘* The horses that. used to make 
thousands are now fetching hundreds 
only. . . The money is not there.” A 
nation which mulcts its rich men as 
England mulcts them is mulcting itself. 
The ‘“‘more unjust” the distribution of 
wealth—we use the hackneyed term of the 
trade unionist—the better mobilised is a 
nation’s capital, and, although the dis- 
tribution will remain uneven, the greater, 
apart from unforeseeable calamities, will 
be the ultimate prosperity of that nation. 
No rule, of course, is absolute, but it may 
not be denied that, if the money doled out 
by England since the War, under. the 
euphemistic title of unemployment insur- 
ance to a growing army of increasingly 
unproductive people, had been left with 
the rich, fewer of those people would be 
sufficiently unproductive to-day to require 
it. In the matter of the sales of horses 
Lord Lonsdale was dealing with a subject 
with which he is familiar; but the same 
situation obtains in many other spheres 
of life. As every Irishman knows, 
thousands will be robbed of their liveli- 
hood when the racehorse and the hunter— 
both technically luxuries—are expunged 
by taxation from the world, Moreover, 
nationalised hospitals, however greatly 
they may appeal in theory to the “‘ good 
democrat,’’ would affvrd him little 
pleasure if illness cast him upon their soul- 
less mercies. It is in the moral aspect of 
modern taxation; however, that the real 
danger lies. The theory, now so prevalent, 
that all relief work is the duty of the State 
is pernicious in the last degree. Already 
charity in its best sense is being killed 
by the knowledge that the money paid in 
taxes is designed to take its place. No 
longer, if the socialist has his way, will a 
man need to concern himself with his duty 
to his neighbour. The State will care for 
the citizen, and obligation, except for 
enforced payments to the State, will not 
exist ; the income tax collector will have 
usurped the functions of the Sermon on 
the Mount. Under the new régime thrift 
will cease, and in a world of doubtful 
sufficiency no gleam of plenitude will 
remain to spur endeavour. 


Mothers in Council. 


Recently an English weekly review of 
high standing opened its columns to a 


woman's protest against religion in the 


home. That hideous sign of the times 
illustrates the value of the Mothers’ 
Union. Founded fifty-four years ago, 


| with a roll of twelve members, the Union 


to-day has a membership of 530,000 
women. It makes no distinction of race 
or colour, and its quiet influence is at 
work in all the continents. The founder, 
Mrs. Mary Sumner, preached a simple 
gospel—that the home was the foundation 
of the State—and the last half-century has 
produced tragic confirmation of her 
wisdom. During that period the world’s 
changing conditions have constituted a 
steadily increasing assault upon home life. 
In many ways democracy has substituted 
the State for the parent. Mothers have 
been encouraged to transfer their religious 
responsibilities to school-teachers. The 
growing independence of youth has 
reduced countless homes to mere resorts 
for sleep and food. Young boys and girls 
have become the arbiters of their own 
amusements, and parental control, or 
even advice, plays a diminishing part in 
their lives. Coincidently with this decay 
of the home, we have seen in these islands 
a weakening of national character, a 
decline of dignity and purpoge,in politics, 
a general pursuit of frivolity, and a 
lowering of moral standards which is 
dreadfully evident in the hardly-pressed 
activities of the Divorce Courts. Here is, 
as every serious student of social affairs 
admits, a cleur case of cause and effect. 
Life is built upon character, and 


the home. If a boy learns by his parents’ 
example to fear God, to take life seriously, 
to respect women and to stand upon 
principle, his citizenship becomes a 
precious asset of the State. Such citizen- 
ship is the goal of the Mothers’ Union, 
whose members, as Mrs. H. W. Boustead, 
the Central President, said yesterday in 
Dublin, preach by deed and word the 
sanctity of home, the sacredness of 
marriage and the glory of motherhood. 
We rejoice to learn that the last year has 
been a year of notable progress for the 
Irish Branch of the Mothers’ Union. 
From such progress Irish character and 
Irish morality will benefit more surely 
than from all the paraphernalia of the 
most rigid cersorship.

Sweepstakes in England. 


The enormous success attending the 
Hospitals Sweepstake in Dublin. has 
aroused the interest, and possibly the 
envy, of some of the London hospitals, 
and it is understood that one, at least, 
will try to arrange such a sweepstake or 
draw in Ireland or on the Continent in 
order that it may evade the lottery laws 
of this country and may relieve its own 
very great distress. Hopes are expressed 
in several directions that the success 
attendant on the Dublin Sweep may do 
much to bring about an alteration in the 
laws governing lotteries on this side, and 
there is some little reason to believe that 
a change may take place before long. At 
the present moment there seems to be a 
definite prospect of a big hospital sweep in 
London in, connection with next year’s 
Derby ; but, if consent’ cannot be obtained 
for its organisation here, the machinery 
may be taken abroad. The possibility 
that a million pounds will be sent out of 
the country may appeal to the authori- 
ties. I understand, however, that these 
authorities, while entertaining no real 


| objection to the use of sweepstakes for 


charitable purposes, have a very real fear 
of abuse if the law is repealed or relaxed. 
Provision against Couriers. : 
A question which the Home Secretary 
may find difficult to answer will be put 
to him to-morrow by Sir Nicholas Grattan 
Doyle, who has given notice that he will 
ask if Mr. Clynes will consider. the intro- 
duction of legislation to provide that all 
persons, passing to and’ fro between this 
country and the drish Free State may be 
asked to declare whether they carry cash 
or correspondence in relation to lotteries 
or sweepstakes ; and, if so, whether they 
may be forbidden entrance or exit on the 
ground that they gre engaged in an illegal 
enterprise. It was apparent this after- 


‘noon, from an answer given in the House

Labour Party Politics. 


The trial by committee of several 
members of the Independent Labour 
Party yesterday, because they had acted 
against the wishes of the Parliamentary 
Labour Party, seems likely to precipitate 
something in the nature. of. a little crisis, 
since the stalwarts of the: Independents 
are incensed greatly over the proceedings, 
and declare that. they will vote against; 
the Government if their views are noi 
met in the: Education Bill. It is sug- 
gested in some quarters that this develop- 
ment forms part of an intrigue, already 
mentionéd here, against the Prime 
Minister and some of his leading sup- 
porters. It will cause little surprise if 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald decides to take 
steps before long to crush the direct 
opposition to his views that is developing 
steadily among hjs own following, and ‘n 
this connection it is rumoured that some 
of his colleagues regard the intriguers 
with a friendly eye. 


The Land Bill. 


The Government was greatly pleased 
with the majority of eighty votes for the 
second reading of the Agricultural Land 
(Utilisation) Bill, which it intends to 
press forward as quickly as possible. To 
this end it will introduce methods likely 
to meet with strong opposition from the 
Conservatives, since they will put the 
‘“‘ kangaroo ” form of closure into opera- 
tion during the committee stages of the 
measure. Mr. Ramsay Macdonald and 
Dr, Addison, the Minister of Agriculture, 
put down a motion today giving the 
chairman of the committee power, with 
other things, to select the amendment 
which may be debated, as a means to 
prevent obstruction by the non-Govern- 
ment members of the committee. The 
objection to the scheme is that this form 
of closure hitherto has been confined to 
the House of Commons, and has not been 
allowed in the committee rooms. 


Conservative Policy. 


The Conservative Party is looking for- 
ward with great interest in the meeting 
of the Central Council of the Nationa! 
Union of Conservative and Unionist 
Associations at the Kingsway Hall next 
Tuesday, which will be attended by some 
eight hundred delegates, and will take the 
place of the annual conference that was 
to have been held at Birmingham. One 
of the resolutions to be considered will 
ask the Council to express an opinion that 
a shadow Cabinet, consisting mainly of 
new men, ought to be constituted as a 
means to restore the confidence of the 
electorate so largely lost by the Con- 
servative Government during its ast 
period of office. As a counterblast, Lord 
Bayford will move a vote of confidence in 
Mr. Baldwin, who will address the 
Council. No fewer than fourteen resolu- 
tions suggest a campaign in the con- 
stituencies against the Trades Disputes 
Bill, demand a definite proposal on co- 
partnership and profit-sharing schemes, 
propose that, in the choosing of Conserva 
tive candidates, associations ought to 
have due regard to the national interests 
of the party as a whole in order to secure 
the best sible representatives in the 
House, call for the exclusion of Soviet 
imports made by prison or compulsory 
labour.

“IN DISTRESS AND 
SINKING.” 
From REUTER 8 CoRRESPONDSNT. 
NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

A thrilling drama of the high seas, in 
which the Mauretania played a leading 
role, was enacted in mid-Atlantic to-day. 
After a desperate race against time, in 
response to an 8.0.8. call; the Mauretania 
reached the side of the Swedish neg ; 
Ovidia as she was slowly sinking, 
miles south by south-east of Cape Race. 

True to the traditions of the British 
Mercantile Marine, the Mauretania 
effected the rescue with perfect seaman- 
ship and without any mishap, in. spite 
of the mountainous seas. which. were 
running at the time. The great Cunarder 
edged up, little by little, to the sinking 
Swedish vessel, and took aboard all the 
crow, who had just abandoned the ship 


in two lifeboats. 


DOOMED VESSEL’S APPEAL. -

The barometer was 
falling and the weather freezing. The 
crew, who were picked up in their own 
boats, held a ‘‘ council of war ” on board 
the sinking vessel during the morning, 
and finally at 12.15 it was decided to take 
to the boats. They were rescued three- 
quarters of an hour later by the 
Mauretania.

LINER ON THE ROCKS. 


535 PERSONS SAVED.

é LISBON, Wednesday. 

_ Five hundred and thirty-five persons 
have been saved and brought ashore from 
‘ne new British motor liner, Highland 
Hope, which was wrecked at 5 a.m. to- 
fiar on the rocks of the Farilhoes Island, 
some fifty miles north of Lisbon. The 
‘hip itself, according to the captain, seems 
* doomed, but not a single life has 
een Jost. 

The first news of the wreck received 
“ere came from the wireless station at 
‘ravato, which at about six o'clock this 
‘orning intercepted a message from the 
Hizhland Hope, a -ship of 14,400 tons, 
and one of the newest vessels of the 
Nelson Line. 


} CALL FOR HELP. 
The message was an 8.0.8. call saying 
that the vessel had run ashore near the 
Farilhoes. The wireless station at once 
ae whether she required help, and the 
lighland Hope replied “ Yes.” The 
ommander-in-Chief of the Navy imme- 
iately ordered the tug Patrao Lopez to 
Proceed to the scene of the wreck. : 
PASSENGERS HURRIED ON DECK. 
Meanwhile a tense drama was being

4 The sleeping passengers were nearly 

awakened by the shoc ‘Those who 
were still sleeping were aroused by the 
crew and hurried on deck. 

Their plight was pitiful. Most of them 
were only half-dressed, and some were in 
their night attire. Immediate appeals 
were sent by wireless for help, while the 
passengers were summoned to the boat 
Feasa and embarked in the ship’s life-

FISHERMEN TO THE RESCUE. 


An encouraging feature of the situation, 
which did much to calm the passengers so 
rudely awakened, was the presence of a 
number of Portuguese trawlers and fishing 
smacks which offered to take the boats in 
tow. The captain of the Highland Hope, 
Captain Jones, refused to leave his ship for 
many hours, remaining with a portion of 
the crew to assist the salvage vessels. 

The 153 passengers, who were bound for 
Lisbon, Madeira and Rio de Janeiro, and 
the 233 Spanish emigrants for the Argen- 
tine, were all safely landed at Peniche, the 
nearest town on the mainland, some thir- 
teen miles from the scene of the wreck. 


PASSENGERS TAKEN TO LISBON. 

The passengers, who were temporarily 
cared for in the local hospital, besieged the 
telegraph office in their anxiety to Jet their 
relatives know that they were safe after 
such a terrifying experience. Later they 
were conveyed by car from Peniche to San 
Mamede to board a train which was 
specially chartered to take them to Lisbon. 

Of the 153 passengers, 233 emigrants 
and 149 crew only one man was injured. 
He was a Spaniard named Mancel Lopez, 
who threw himself out of the ship and 
will have to be treated in hospital. Two 
men and a child, who were brought on 
shore by fishermen, had been asleep at 
the time that the vessel struck and had 
not even known that the liner had been 
wrecked. 


A DOOMED SHIP. 

For some hours the Highland Hope 
continued to answer wireless messages, 
but at 10.10 a.m. the wireless station at 
Gravato announced that the liner had 
ceased to reply. Captain Jones finally 
came ‘ashore and confirmed that every 
son] aboard had been saved. He stated, 
however, that the ship itself appeared to 
be doomed.

Justice Swift, of Francis Lorang (49), the 
former director of the Blue Bird groúp of 
oil companies, charged with fraudulently 
converting to his own use money pagers | 
to the companies. Another charge st 
him, as a director of Blue Bird Petrol, 
is that he published a false 
statutory report with intent to deceive the 
shareholders or creditors of the company: 
To the indictment, which © contains 
thirty-four counts, Lorang pleads not 


ty. 

Mr. Eustace Fulton, in opening the case, 
stated that five companies were concerned, 
and when these were wound up Lorang 
owed them half a million. The amount 
stated to have been converted by Lorang 
is over £300,000. It has been intimated 
that he will go into the box to give 
evidence when the defence opens. 

Counsel in the case are:—For the pro- 
secution—Mr. Eustace Fulton, Mr. G. B. 
McClure and Mr. Maxwell Turner. For 
the defence—Mr. St. John Hutchinson, 
Mr. Derek Curtis Bennett and Mr. C. L.

BANK OFFICIAL’S EVIDENCE. 


Mr. Hadley Charles Walters, of the 
Bartholomew lane branch of the West- 
minster Bank, gave evidence of trans- 
actions, which Mr. Justice Swift explained 
to the jury, as he did other complicated 
evidence on Tuesday. 

Mr. Harold Edwin Meacock, secretary 
to the Blue Bird Petrol and Foreign Com- 
panies and clerk to the other Blue Bird 
companies, was asked about two letters 
that he had signed. The letters were 
to the Midland Bank authorising the 
transfer of two sums of £24,000 and 
£25,000 to Lorang’s private account. 

Mr. Meacock ail that he could not 
recollect the circumstances in which he 
signed the letters. 

Mr. Justice Swift pointed out that the 
initials of the persons who dictated and 
typed one of the letters appeared on it, 
and asked who they were. 

Mr. Meacock—The only “C. L.”’ I 
know is Lorang’s son, Frank Charles 
Lorang. : 

‘Mr. Justice Swift—So that it looks as if 
Lorang dictated this letter to his son — 
Yes; that appears so. 


A PAYMENT OF £79,000. 

Mr. Meacock said that a munute 
authorising the payment of £79,000 to 
Lorang was written by hii in Paris aiter 
the liquidation. 

Mr. Fulton—How came you to be in 
Paris? , 

Mr. Meacock explained that, after the 
liquidation in 1929, he went to Lorang’s 
home at Oxshott. While he was there 
Lorang telephoned him from Paris to join 
him there in connection with the state- 
ment off affairs for which the Official! 
Receiver was pressing. 

“I went to Paris,” he continued, “and 
there Lorang dictated a number of 
minutes to me.” 

Mr, Meacock said that when he rot to 
Paris, Lorang told him that he had a 
reconstruction scheme in hand, and he 
wanted the minutes written up. The wit 
ness wrote the minutes, but he did not, 
see them signed. 


THE SECRETARY’S SALARY. 

Mr. Justice Swift—Before there can ba 
minutes there must be meetings. Did any 
meetings of the directors take place ?—Nor 
within my knowledge, but they might 
have done for all that. 

The Judge pointed. out that. in the 
minutes of the Petrol and Holdings Com 
panies, it was decided that the witness 
should receive £416 a year as secretary. 

Mr. Meacock—Yes, but I did not re- 
ceive it. I received eight pounds a week 
from the Blue Bird Motot Company, who 
paid all the salary. 

Mr. Hutchinson—Did you know about 
the purchase of shares to keep up the 
market price ?—Not definitely, but T drew 
my own conclusions 

He added that he had. at Lorang’s suz- 
gestion, bought twelve thousand shares in 
the Blue Bird Petrol Company for him- 
self. Lorang gave him the cheque with 
which to pay for the shares. Lorang, Mr. 
Piejus and Mr. Trye used to have in- 
formal conferences. 


MR. PIEJUS IN THE CHAIR. 

Mr. Stanley John Piejus, now a petro- 
Jeum distributor, said that he joined the 
Blue Bird Motor Company in 1925 as 
assistant secretary to Lorang. He after- 
wards became secretary of Blue Bird Oil 
Importers, Ltd., and a director of the 
other four companies. His salary was 
£520 a year, which was increased in 1929 
to £750. He never attended any mecting 
of directors. 

Mr. Fulton—So you were not present at 
any meetings authorising the payment of 
£79,000 to Lorang ?—-No. 

Mr. Justice Swift—You were earning 
£520 a year, and vou were asked for 
receipts for £9,500—did that seem a trifle 
to you ?—No. 

Did you ask to see the money before 
yo gave the receipts?—No. Lorang sent 
the receipts to me for signature, and, 
having perfect confidence in him, I signed 
them. 

Mr. Justice Swift—Does it come to this 
—you signed what you were told without 
regard to whether it was true or not?—I 
admit that I did not obtain the actual 
truth of the documents I was signing. 

Mr. Piejus said that he did net aypte- 
ciate that the money was going into 
Lorang’s pocket. Lorang did not tell him 
where the money was going. 


A £42,250 CHEQUE. 

Mr. Justice Swift—You, earning £520 a 
year, signed a cheque for £42,250 in fa, our 
of Lorang without asking him what he 
wanted the money for?—I was told by \he 
bank that another signature was required’, 
and I signed it. 

Mr. Piejus mentioned other receipts 
which he had given at the request of 
Lorang. One of these was for £36,775 
transferred from the Petrol to the Motor 
Company. He did not inquire whether 
the latter had received the money. He 
took it for granted that the books of the 
company were “ reconciled’ with regard 
to the transaction. He signed an agree- 
ment and a number of receipts on the same

STATEMENT BY FRENCH 
FEDERATION. 


PARIS, Wednesday. 

An endeavour to conciliate the twelve refractory 
Rugby clahs, headed by the ‘Stade Francais, who 
recently broke away from the French Rugby 
kederation because of a number of differences, is 
made in an official statement issued by the 
Vederation last night. 

“The Federation,” says the statement, “ regrets 
the secession of these clubs, and is willing to 
pursue a policy of conciliation as far as possible. 
It begs the clubs not to maintain their attitude, 
which is so prejudicial to the Rugby game in 
France.” The Federation is willing to examine 
any proposal for alteration of the present 
championship system. provided ihe proposal is 
couched and presented in a legal form, 3 

- these twelve clubs feel “that they must 
leave the Federation,’ says the statement, “it is 
net that they have had any pressure put upon 
them and were obliged ta do so. They are merely 
carrying out a programme drawn up since the 
heginning of this movement. This dates from 
1929, when six elnbs, later increasing to twelve, 
tirew up « memoir which was read at a meeting 
held at Toulouse. They regretted that the Rugby 
game was not reserved for the intellectual arssto- 
erney. They deplored the fact that anyone in 
Franee was permitted to play Rugby. 

“The Federation could not possibly subscribe 
fe this view, believing that in a democracy the 
benefits of sports should be open te all classes. 
The twelve clubs also allege that brutal tactics 
snd sham amateurs are two evils from which 
French Rugby is suffering at present. The 
Vederation declares that it was they who intro- 
need certain pernicious aspects into French 
Rugby.”

CHAIRMAN'S STATEMENT. 

The Chairman informed the meeting of the 
discussions that had taken place in Dublin 
Castle, on the 6th inst,, between representa- 
tives of the Association, Irish Sugar Manu- 
facturing Company and Great Southern Rail- 
ways in regard to this season’s freight rates, 
After prolonged discussions the representa- 
tives of the railways made an offer amount- 
ing to an increase of from 17 to 20 per cent. 
on the old rates for next season’s traffic, on 
the understanding that thig increase would 
apply also to this season 's traffic. The repre- 
sentatives of the Association inquired of the 
Sugar Company’s resentatives if they 
would be prepared to bear a portion of this 
increase, and they refused to bear any por- 
tion of it. As no agreement could be reached 
the railways’ representatives were informed 
that their offer was not. acceptable to the 
Association. | i 

We again pressed, said that Chairman, for 
a continuance of the old rates for this 
season’s traffic. Colonel Gibbon and Mr. 
Singer, of the Sugar Company, supported 
strongly the Association’s representatives in 
this matter, and eventually the railway com- 
pany agreed to recommend to the Tribunal, 
which was then sittihg, a continuance of the 
old rates for this season. This recommenda- 
tion was put before the Chairman of the 
Tribunal (Judge O’Brien), and he Woocha 
of it. Counsel for the Association also. sug- 
gested that the old pulp rates should also

CHARGES AGAINST CIVIC 
GUARDS. 


Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY, Minister for 
Justice, in reply to a series of questions 
alleging irregularities against members of 
the Civic Guard, said that Guards were not 
ermitted to act as agents for a candidate 
in a by-election; that Guard barracks were 
not Jent or hired for meetings of a political 
organisation; that nothing occurred during 
the Longford-Westmeath election “which

UNEMPLOYMENT MYSTERY. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, in repiy to Mr. 
Lemass (F.F., Dublin 8.) and Mr. Cassidy 
(Lab., Donegal), said that statistics in regard 
to unemployment had not been ascertained 
by the last Census. The question asked in 
the Census form was in the general terms— 
‘Are you out of work?’’ The replies given 
proved, on analysis, so difficult to reconcile 
with other Census returns and with other 
available information, that prolonged and de- 
tailed work was necessary to try and clear u 
discrepancies, Otherwise the returns woul 
be of little value in elucidating the real 
extent of unemployment. That work was 
still proceeding, but he had not yet come 
to any decision as to whethér the returns 
could be made to serve a useful purpose. 
While he hoped that a reliable body of in- 
formation could be made available, he was 
not in a position to say that that was yet 
the case. 


IMPORTATION OF RUSSIAN OATS. 

Mr. AIRD (Government, Leix-Offaly) asked 
the Minister for Agriculture what steps, if 
any, he proposed to take to prevent the sale 
of Russian oats at prices with which it was 
impossible for the home producer to compete. 

Mr. HOGAN said that he knew that about 
10,750 barrels of oats from Russia were dis- 
charged at Dublin on the 14th and 15th 
October; that two small consignments, 
amounting to about 1,500 barrels, reached the 
Saorstat since the latter date; and that a. 
further consignment of about 18,500 barrels 
had arrived in Dublin in the past few days. 
The Russian oats in October, he was informed, 
were being sold in Dublin at from eleven 
shillings to eleven shillings and sixpence per 
barrel. At this price they were not under- 
selling home-grown oats, which were quoted 
in Dublin at from ten sbillings to eleven 
shillings and sixpence per barrel. 


TARIFF COMMISSION. 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, in- 
formed Mr. Lemass that the report of the 
Tariff Commission on the application for pro- 
tective duties on imported wrapping paper and 
cardboards had been circulated. The report 
on the application of the Irish Coachbuilders’ 
Association was signed by members of the 
old Tariff Commission last week, and copies 
were being prepared for the Executive 
Council. . 


OVERCROWDED AREAS, 

Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Local Govern- 
ment, said, in reply to Mr. P. 8.

THE CURRENCY COMMISSION.

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, ex- 
plained that one of the principal objects of 
the bill was to give the Currency Commission 
a wider choice of securities. Uptothe present 
they were virtually confined to British 
securities maturing within twelve months. 
Conditions had now altered, and the limited 
choice was liable to restrict the earnings of the 
Commission. This bill would give the Currency 
Commission power to invest in securities of 
the United States of America, which was 
virtually the only other country outside 
Great Britain in which they felt that it 
would be wise, at any rate for the present, 
to give the Currency Commission power to 
make investments. He did not think, under 
the conditions, that these powers would be 
availed of by the Commission. There was 
no doubt that, with the great strength and 
undeveloped resources of the United States, 
securities of that country would be as safe 
as any that could be found. 

Mr. JOHNSON said that he did not think 
the Minister had given any justification for 
such a complete depatture from the recom- 
mendations of the Banking Commission. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that if Senator 
Johnson wanted him to anticipate the im- 
mediate downfall of Great Britain he would 
not do so.

MEETING OF DUBLIN SALESMEN 


AND SUPPLIERS. 

Under the auspices of the County Dublin 
Committee of Agriculture, a meeting of sales- 
men, buyers, carters, and suppliers of veget- 
ables in Dublin City and County was held in 
the County. Council Offices, Parnell square. 
Dublin, last night, to consider suggestions for 
the better marketing of vegetables in the city. 

Mr. P. Belton, who presided, said that in 
his opinion the best way to overcome the diffi- 
culty was to fix an hour for the opening of 
cabbage sales. After that time empty carts 
and vehicles loaded with dry goods, such as 
onions, fruit, etc., should not be allowed into 
the market. If that were done it would re- 
lieve the traffic problem, and allow the sales 
of cabbage to be conducted more expedi- 
tiously. Under the present conditions great 
loss was often sustained, because men who 
came in with cabbage were unable to get near 
to the salesmen for long periods, and by the 
time they did so the an RW of their goods had 
depreciated. Sometimes as much as £1 and 
30s. was lost on a load. 

The question of opening the market earlier 
having been raised, the chairman said that 
that question involved, among other things, 
trade union rules, but if they wanted to open 
the markets earlier no trade union rule should 
be allowed to stand in the way. 

Mr. Thornton, Castleknock, said that the 
market should be open all night. The fact 
of the matter was that they were sleeping 
while the foreigner was supplanting them. 
In any Dublin hotel it was impossible to ge! 
Irish cabbage or cauliflowers. 

The Chairman said that although the price 
of cabbage was below that of pre-war the toll! 
was 6d. now instead of 2d. pre-war. Brussels 
sprouts were being imported by two of the 
largest city establishments. No tolls were 
charged on those vegetables. 

Mr. L. O'Neill said that he saw no reason 
why the Corporation should not agree to 
open the gates early. It grieved him to See 
the amount of everything foreign entering 
the market to the detriment of Irish produce. 

The meeting agreed to recommend that the 
market open at 6 a.m. during summer-time 
and 7 a.m, during winter-time, and tha! 
during the sale of cabbage, beginning at 
9 a.m., no other produce or empty vehicles 
be allowed into the market throngh the front 
gate or down the main gangwey.

Mr. Lynch, opening the case on behalf of 
his client, Mr. Merrick, in support of the 
bate already granted to the will of 
ebruary, 1916, said that that will had beer. 
execu 14 years ago, and in March last it 
was admitted to probate without question. 
Dr, Taaffe, proceeded counsel, was born in 
Co. Sligo in 1856, and was a son of 
a gentleman who owned property in that 
county, and lived until 1878. While a 
student in Dublin Dr. Taaffe met 
Miss Julia Potter, a native of this 
city, whom” he married in 1878. 
Her father was living in Park avenue. Dr. 
Taaffe was married three times, but left a 
widow, the ‘plaintiff, surviving. Dr, Taaffe, 
upon qualifying in Dublin and London, went 
to Australia in 1884, He practised at Arma- 
dale, Victoria, but in 1885 he met with an 
accident and received serious injuries, by 
being thrown from his horse while visiting 
his patients. He returned from Australia in 
4886, when Miss Julia Potter, his wife, died, 
and he went to live with General Lloyd, an 
uncle, who was an owner of property in Co. 
Limerick. In 1895 he broke his ce by being 
thrown from his tricycle, and was nursed 
during his illness by Miss Moore, who became 
Mrs. e, and is the plaintiff in the present 
roceedings. After residing in Rathmines, 
Kingstown, Bray and Dublin’ there were 
négetiations for a separation between Dr. and 
Mrs, “Taaffe. They were concluded, with an 
arrangement for the payment of an annuity 
of 60 a year to Mrs. Taaffe, who went to 
reside with a sister in Birr, King’s County, 
and she lived at Malahide, Dr. Taaffe became 
intimate with a family named Madden in 
Rathmines, one of whom was a doctor. and 
another a District Inspector. They were exo- 
cutors of the will of General Lloyd, and in 
1907 Dr. Taaffe was first introduced to. Mr, 
Mernck. About that time Dr. Taaffe suc- 
ceeded to some property in County Sligo and 
in Wellington quay, Dublin; but when he met 
Mr. Merrick he was without money, and was 
without anyone to befriend him in getting 
him out of debt, and to get some of his per- 

sonal belongings out of the pawn office. 


SALE OF ESTATE. 

Mr. Merrick became his solicitor, &nd as- 
sisted Dr. Taaffe to carry on and conducted 
the sale of his property in Co. Sligo to his 
tenants. In respect of that transaction, Dr. 
Taaffe obtained the 12 per cent. bonus upon 
the sale of his estate, amounting to some- 
thing like £900. The sale was on the basis 
of twenty years’ purchase, and yielded Dr. 
Taaffe something like £8,000. That, said 
counsel, put him upon his feet in or about 
1915, but, in order to carry out the sale, it 
became necessary to revoke some previous 
settlements. In 1917 Mrs. Taaffe again went 
to live with Dr. Taaffe at, 62 Waterloo road, 
which was bought for him by Mr, Merrick 
at, a price which proved very advantageous 
to Dr. Taaffe. Wills, he continued, were 
made in 1910, in 1914, and 1916 by. Dr. 
Taaffe, and the widow sought to have that 
of 1910 established, while that of 1916 was 
the one for which Mr. Merrick had already 
obtained probate and asked the jury to up- 
hold. the usual grounds for these conten- 
tions were pleaded. If the contention of Mrs, 
Taaffe were upheld, she would get three 
times the income which had been secured to 
her by any settlement of Dr. Taaffe during 
his lifetime. i 

Counsel went, on to reíer in detail to the 
contents of the various wills of the deceased 
man, inting out that Miss Ryley, 
Mr. errick, and others were to 
beneficiaries in some of those upon certain con- 
ditions. In one of the wills Mr. Merrick and 
Sir William Ireland de Courcey Wheeler were 
named as beteficiaries, and there were smaller 
— to other people, including Miss 
Ryley. In the 1916 will be appointed Mr. 
Merrick to be his executor with a legacy of 
£500, and stipulated in addition that he would 
be paid his professional fees. There were 
provisions’ in that will relating to Mise Ryley 
and others. That. document, however, was 
challenged by the plaintiff, and-he would say 
that the proceedings had been conducted 
with unusua! asperity in probate cases. Mr. 
Merrick had been successful in a number of 
investments for Dr. Taaffe, and;had befriended 
him when he had no one to lend him‘a shil- 
ling. The testator evidently did not forget 
those services, and determined to acknowledge 
them when he was gone by including Mr. 
Merrick in his will. 


SOLICITOR'S EVIDENCE. 

Mr. Ernest E. Merrick, solicitor, examined 
by Mr. Lavery, stated, in the course of his 
evidence, that the testator called on him 
with regard to his affairs, and witness -re- 
garded him as a shrewd, intelligent man. 
Witness deposed to the instructions given to 
him by Dr. Taaffe. for the will of 23rd 
February, 1916. ‘Testator revoked all former 
wills. Witress brought no pressure, direct or 
indirect, on the testator, whose mental and 
physical condition were perfect. Mr. Merrick 
also deposed to a visit’ to his office on the 
28th February of Dr. Taaffe, who gave fúm 
fresh instructions. Witness then handed him 
the will of February 23rd, and 
he dictated instructions for the 
will of February 28th, which witness 
drew up, and it was duly signed. Dr. 
Taaffe’s condition was perfectly all right. 
Witness brought no pressure, direct or in- 
direct, to procure the will of February 28th, 
or to get Dr. Taaffe to give him a legacy. 
Up to the time of the death of Dr. Taaffe— 
in March, 1930—witness continued to 
transact, business for him generally, and they 
remained on friendly teans. —. 3

GRANGEGORMAN JOINT 
COMMITTEE,

The bi-monthly meeting of the Joint Com- 
mittee of the Grangegorman Mental Hospi- 
tal was held yesterday, Mr. C. M. byrne, 
Chairman, presiding. 

The following notice of motion was in 
the name of Mr. James Larkin, senior :—

costs in connection with the reduction in 
the wages of the attendants. 

‘‘That this Committee instructs its officers 
to stay all proceedings in the case of the 
Board v. the Attendants, and that the moneys 
due to the attendarts be paid. If neces 
sary a Committee of the Board to be ap- 
pointed. to submit the opinion of the Board 
to the Minister for Local Government, and 
to obtain his sanction if such is needed.”’ 

Mr. Doyle, Chief Clerk, announced that 
a letter had been received from the Com- 
mittee’s Law Adviser stating that 1t was the 
duty of the Chief Clerk, as the responsible 
officer under the Local Government Act. 
1925, to object to the second paragraph oí 
the notice of motion. He (Mr. Doyle), 
therefore, made formal objection to the para- 
graph named. 

He submitted the following statement of 
expenditure and liabilities to date for costs 
in connection with claims made by members 
of the staff for alleged wrongful deductions 
in pay :—Amount paid to Committee’s Law 
Adviser covering up to September th, 
1929, £1,583 18s.

6d.; amount 
claimed by plaintiffs’ solicitor for costs in 
case of Woods and others v. the Joint Com- 
mittee under the decision of Mr. Justice 
Meredith (not yet vaid pending decision of 
Supreme Court). subject to taxation, £781 
17s. 1d. “Total (excluding plaintiffs’ costs in 
Supreme Court appeal), £2,645 6s. 7d. 

RULED OUT OF ORDER. 

Mr. James Larkin, sen., said that he 
wanted to question the opinion of the Law 
Adviser. He had-had*the opinion of ‘seme 
of the best men at the Bar on the Board's 
action in the matter’ of wage reductions, and 
they had all agreed that it was illega}. He 
understood that the Committee already owed 
£60,000. Were they going to keep on spend- 
ing this money, and were they to keep these 
law people in affluence for ever? 

The Clerk said that, under the Local 
Government Act, he was forced to take the 
action he had taken in objecting to the 
motion.
